I will deacribe it. 

Botween Bor and the Sobat junction, the 
Nile takes a great bend to the west. A straight 
line drawn between these two points, upon & 
meridian, would not only shorten the distance 
between them very considerably, bat would 
psss through dry land, leaving the entire 
awamp area well to the west of it. The project 
then is to ont a channel—between Bor and the 
Sobat junction—sofficiently large to take the 
entire fature sommer discharge of the Upper 
Nile, but not large enough to take in the flood- 
water. This last is an important point.I will 
explain why. 

When I first passed throngh the sudd in the 
year 1900, and for several years after, I was 
uoder tho impression that—althoogh in sum- 
mer (when the river is low) the waste through 
the marshes was excessive—during flood, when 
the volume is large, the mass of the river 
water passed through the swamps and found 
its way into the White Nile, down-stream of 
them, with but little diminution. Consequen- 
tly, all my earlier projects for improvement 
were based upon the idea that it was neces- 
sary so to widen the river, through the 
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These figures show how great is the advan- 
tage, as regards distarce, to be gained by the 
new channel. 

I do not consider that any of the objections 
that I have seen bronght forward against this 
project militate seriously sgainst its sound- 
ness. My own objection to it, and that which, 
to my mind, may cause its abandonment, is 
the probable cost of sach a work. This must 
necessarily ke very great, and it is quite pos- 
sible that it may prove to be so exvessive as to 
be prohibitive. Until the levelled survey has 
been completed it is useless to speculate upon 
this point, as it is impossible to prepare any 
estimate which can be, in the slightest degree, 
an accarate ove. It may be that tha longitad- 
inal slope of the country between Bor and the 
Sobat may prove to be so feeble that a very 
large cross-section of channel will be entailed, 


means ot the Bloe Nile. The White Nile 
owing to ita feeble slope, is not suitable for 
any large irrigation schemes, and, moreover, 
the lands adjoiving it are not nearly so rich 
as those upon the Blue Nile. As it its im- 
material to Egypt from whence is water stiall 
be derived, [maintain that the White Nile 
must be used &s a carrying channel for con- 
veying water to that country, whilethe Blue 
Nile water must be reserved for the benefit of 
the countriea adjoining it, which can be 
irrigated by no other means. The projects, with 
the propored expenditore, msy then be divided 
into two categories: those relating to the 
White Nile, which will benefit Egypt ; and 
those on the Blue Nile, which will benefit the 
Sadan alone. 

I will discuss the schemes regarding the 
White Nile first, as they are not only larger, 
bot infinitely more difficult to pronource de- 
finitely upon than thoee contemplated for the 
Blue Nile. In order to comprehend what is 
proposed it will be necessary to etady the 
accompanying map. , 

It will be seen that the Babrel-Gebel, or 
White Nile, leaves the cataract region and 
enters the marshes, near the Belgian port of 


discharges, it is difficult to explain this wonder- 
fol arrangement, by which these rivers auto- 
matically compensate ove another, 80 that 
at the time when the one system is passing on 
a large volame of water, the other is storing 
up its discharge, and when the former begins 
to dectgasb in volume the stored water takes 
its plate and makes good the deficiency. 

I must now say & few words regarding the 
water requirements of Egypt and of the Sudan. 

Many people, I think, know that in Egypt 
thera are two systems of irrigation—the one 
known as “basin,” and the other as “perennial” 
irrigation. The former system, which dates 
from the days of the Pharaohs, consists in 
turning the flood-water over the land, then 
draining it off, and sowing a crop upon the 
slime thas deposited. In the latter system 
water is given throughout the year, bat only 
in such quantities as required, and is oor- 
trolled in an elaborate rystem of canals. By 
this last method the. more valaable crops, 
such as cotton and sugar-cané, aré raised, and 
land perennially irrigated increases in value 
over that watered as “basin” to an extra- 
ordinary extent. Consequently, all the efforte 
of the irrigation service in Bgypt are directed 
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great gain in distance eeoured by this channel 
may compensate for this extra cabe, as com- 
pared with the other projects. We cannot yet 
say, and must await the detailed survey. 

Another objection that occars to me as 
regards the new channel, though not so serious 
as the foregoing, lies in the difficulties of its 
execution, and the time that the work might 
take to complete. I hope, however, that, with 
the progress made in recent years in the way 
of perfecting types of hydraulic dredgers and 
steam excavators, it may be found that sach 
difficulties may not prove to ke so great a4 
they at present sppear. It must be understood 
that, whatever may be the project finally 
selected, machinery must be made use of in 
its execution,” as the employment of hand 
labour upon a large scale in these regions is 
quite ont of the question.

of the Nile may be v.aterially increased and 
the area of land perennially irrigated mater-

To begin with the water requirements of 
Egypt. Tho latest return assess the total 
cultivable aves at eight millioms of acres, of 
wbich about one million conaists of wats land. 
From this total it will be safe to dedact half 
a million acre? as representing land unfit for 
cultivation. Another half million acres border- 
ing the edgs of the western desert eouth. of 
Cairo will aways be reserved as basin. This 
reduces the area to seven millions acres. Of 
thix, four million acres, at present, receive 
porennial irrigation, and by the end of 1908, 
the conver-ion ot the basing will raise this 
total to four and a half millione. Dedacting 
this figore, there remain two and a half mil 
lion acres to ba provided for. Experienca bas 
shown that one milliard (1,000 millions) of 
cbic metres of water stored will suffice for 
the summer irrigation of half million acres 
of land. Consequently, these two and a half 
yillion acres will require a storage of five 
milliards of cabic metres of water.

Between Gondokoro-and Bor—a distance of 
100 miles—the river’ is bordered by wide 
swamps, but does not enter the great marshes, 
in which the sudd blocks cccur, until the latter 
point is reached. Consequently, although im- 
provement of the channel between the two 
places will be requisite, in order to enable it to 
carry the extra water required, the work will be 
comparatively straightforward, and, in any 
case, no alternative line existe, This portion of 
the scheme ia, of coarse, common to all projects 
for improving the White Nile. What is re- 
quired here is the widening and deepening ot 
the channel, opon a sufficient scale, and the 
closing of all the spills by which the river 
water is wasted in the marshes. 

North ‘of Bor, however, there are several 
alternative propocals, and it is here that the 
real difficulties commence. I should mention 
that what is called Bor consists merely of a 
collection of Dinka villages, but this place 


and I was able to obtain a series of consec- 
(itive measprements of the discharges, above 
acd be'ow the obstacle, that I realised that 
wy first impression had been erroneous, and 
that the greater the volume of water arriv- 
ing atthe south end of the marshes, the 
larger is the proportion of loss in that is- 
suing. from their northern extremity. Farther, 
it was not until two yeare ago that I grasped 
the real solution of the problem—namely, 
that these marshes provide a magnificent 
natural escape for the flood-water, and that 
all our efforts should be devoted to encour- 
aging it to spread over them, and be thus 
wasted and evaporated, while the precious 
simmcr water is confined to a well-defined 
and satisfactorily constructed channel of its 
own, and conveyed to the north with com- 
paratively little waste. All the present sche- 
mes’ are based upon this idea, which has im- 
mensely simplified the problem to be solved.
